Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e)the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 3-5,8,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gaastra (US 6,327,469). 

Consider claim 8. Gaastra teaches a cellular mobile station with means for 
communicating user information on a traffic channel using a TDMA protocol between 
the base station of the current cell and the mobile (Gaastra see especially col 4, lines 
23-55) and means for performing level measurement of neighboring base stations 
(Gaastra see especially col 2, line 40 - col 3, lines 5) comprising means for preventing 
measurements of the neighboring cells during a TDMA frame allocated to traffic 
channels, in that since Gaastra only performs the measurements during idle periods, 
measurement during allocated traffic slots is prevented (Gaastra see especially col 3, 
lines 5-60). 

As to claims 3,5, the mobile of Gaastra would perform the claimed steps. 
As to claim 4, note that an idle frame is an empty frame, from the point of view of 
the mobile. 
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As to claim 9, note that during the periods when the mobile is not moving, it Is a 
stationary mobile station. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 ,2,6,7 are allowed. 

Consider claims 1 ,6. The nearest prior art as shown in Gaastra fails to teach a 
method, or a mobile for performing the method, for determining channel information in a 
cellular system where a TDMA protocol is used on the traffic channel allocated to the 
connection for transmitting user information during a connection between a mobile 
station and a base station of the current cell, in which the base station identity codes of 
the neighbor cell are received and stored characterized in that the reception of the base 
station identity codes of the neighbor cells in prevented during the whole user traffic 
connection. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 3-5,8,9 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
